Atropine Producing Glaucoma. 


(By Watter E. Lampert, M.D., in the Medical

On investigat- 
ing the cause, she gave the following his- 
tory: Some few months previously she had 
a slight inflammation of eye, and 
“drops” The inflammation in- 
creased, attended with great pain and se- 
vere nausea In time this subsided, but 
she found that her vision was practically 
gone. At the time that I saw her she had 
not even light perception.

This, of course, 
would seem very arbitrary and unfair to 
the intelligence of the vast majority of gen-

New Watch With a Visible Movement. 

(Translated for THe JEweters’ CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY 
from the Revue Internationale de l'Horlogerie.) 


W* have already had occasion to no- 
tice different systems of watches, 
designed to render visible on the side of 
the dial, either the balance only or a large 
part of the movement. It must be sup- 
posed that purchasers are pleased with 
being able to examine the whole or a part

of the working of the watch, without hav- 
ing to open the case, for new models are 
appearing. 

One, constructed by M. Jean-Louis 
Bloch, who has received a diploma from 
the State Council of Neuchatel, fully real- 
izes one of these conceptions. It is the 
watch “Draga,” of which Figs. 1 and 2 
show the principal features. It is certainly 
one of the most interesting timepieces of 
this special class. Its movement is en- 
tirely visible and is independent of the 
dial. This in reality has no existence, for 
the division of the hours is inserted on a 
circle of the same height as that of the 
movement. In this way the thickness of 
the diai is saved, and as the other side of 
the movement touches the bottom of the 
case, very thin timepieces, corresponding 
to the public’s fancy, are secured. 

$y an ingenious arrangement the usual 
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rotation of the hands is accomplished with 
out having to turn the movement, pre 
serving the usual calibers to which t 
watchmaker and the repairer are accus 


tomed. In this way the watch, while hay 


ing the appearance of a novelty, is not 
changed in construction ind remains 
within the domain ot practical manufac 
ture 

It may be readil d ood that the 
cleaning and repairin f sucl watch 
are much facil d | that all 





the pieces may be taken apart and removed 
without having to take out the complet 
movement from the case. The omission 
of the dial is also worthy of attention, 
the hours are simply marked on the circu 
lar rim surrounding the movement. It will 
without doubt be objected that such a 
watch, when the glass is broken, cannot 
be used; but in reality this argument will 
apply to any watch. In the watch “Draga”™ 
the glass is a double crysta! and of excep 
tional solidity.

ANSWER:—Where the repoussé work is 
to be sharp, and fine lines and heavy mat- 
ting are desired, or when a solid back is 
required, then the pitch filling is the only 
thing which will answer the purpose. But 
if the bodies are to be fluted, or decorated 
sO as not to require a very solid back, then 
the articles can be filled with paraffine wax. 
This is easily melted, will cool in a few 
hours, so it can be worked, and when de- 
sired to remove the filling, all that is neces- 
sary is to immerse it in hot water, where 
it will melt ina few minutes. The paraffine 
can be used an indefinite number of times. 
A pitch can be made that can be removed 
from the ware by adding resin, whitening 
and tallow to good pine pitch. This will 
remove some of the sticky nature of the 
pitch, so that good gasoline will dissolve all 
that would not run out in a few hours, If 
the bodies are hot, after the pitch has been 
melted out in the oven, and then plunged 
into the turpentine or benzine, the pitch will 
dissolve much more rapidly than if the 
bodies were allowed to cool first. 


Question No. 1022.—Egyptian Bronze 
Colors.—/s there any explanation as to how 
the ancient Egyptians produced such won- 
derful lasting bronze colors on their monu- 
mental and metal statuary? | oe ae 

ANSWER:—The information desired may 
be secured by referring to an article recent- 
ly published in the Deutsche Maler Zeitung, 
which contains the following: “In spite of 
the long time that these colors have been 
exposed to the influences of the weather, 
they are still so brilliant and fresh that it 
is scarcely conceivable that they have en- 
dured for thousands of years. Of what 
then did their astonishingly durable colors 
consist? With few exceptions the ancient 
Egyptians made them of minerals. The 
ever-present brownish red, corresponding to 
the so-called Pompeian red, was a mixture 
of ferric oxide and clay, from the Egyptian 
red iron ochre beds. The beautiful fine 
grain of their iron color was, no doubt, ob- 
tained by long grinding in water and wash- 
As for the yellow color, besides 


ing out 
gold bronze and leaf gold, ferric oxide was 
also made to serve, this being mixed, ac- 
cording to the shade desired, with variable 
masses of alumina, lime, etc. By heating 
the last mixtures, the brown tints were 
obtained, and the orange shades by adding 
red. The ancient Egyptian obtained their 
blue colors from glass fluxes containing 
copper, which were probably plunged, while

colored, some sensible binder was pressed 
into service. Gypsum was used for white, 
tinted with some organic substances, prob- 
ably brilliant red, for pinkish and pale red 
toner. The durability of these colors must 
have been well known to the builders and 
decorators of that day, for this is indicated, 
if not proven, by an inscription written by 
a builder of the pyramids, Neh. Ferned, and 
placed there 4,000 B. C. It proudly pro- 
claimed that all color decorations for the 
temple must be as lasting as the gods them- 
selves.” 

QvuEsTION No. 1023.—Mercurous Acid 
Dip.—Kindly give me the formula for 
making an acid dip that I can use for gild- 
ing and bronsing brass articles. I want to 
use the dip to secure adhesion of the gold 
or bronze to the metal. eB 

ANSWER :—That the amalgam may easily 
take hold upon bronze or brass objects, and 
remain there, it is necessary to dip them in 
a mercurous bath. This quick water, as it 
is sometimes called, is made by taking 10 
parts of quick silver and pouring over it 11 
parts of nitric acid. Let this stand until 
every particle of the mercury is dissolved; 
then, while stirring vigorously, add 540 
parts of water. Before using the above 
solution, it is essential that the articles to 
be gilded be perfectly free from oxidation 
and grease. This may be done by placing 
them in a dip composed of 1 part of nitric 
and 3 parts of sulphuric acid. Then rinse 
well and-brush with a hand brush, after 
which rinse again. The articles can then 
be dipped into the mercurous dip, again 
rinsed in water and the gilding and bronz 
ing can proceed. This dip should be in a 
covered jar, to prevent dust or impurities 
from entering it

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The Patrons of the «Mock’’ Jewelry Shops. 


be IVE and let live” is a sentiment 

praiseworthy within reason. But 
an alleged national good nature, which at 
bottom is neither more nor less than men- 
tal and moral laziness, or a desire not to 
provoke animosity even of those whom all 
right-minded men despise, tolerates many 
things—we will not call them abuses— 
which a more robust moral stamina would 
speedily exterminate. 

Perhaps the complacent reader will, 
upon recognition of the particular decep- 
tion here inveighed against, shrug _ his 
shoulders and exclaim in smug satisfac- 
tion with himself, ‘‘Here he is at it again; 
why, the fellow is a regular Don Quixote, 
and he has found another wind-mill against 
which to break his lance. 

It is just this attitude, perhaps, which 
makes possible those meretricious frauds, 
the “fake” jewelry stores which dot the 
leading shopping streets of every promi- 
nent American city, and which shamelessly 
flaunt their tawdry finery, displayed to 
greater glitter by the bravery of superb and 
crnate electric lighting, and the advantage- 
ous help of rich velvets and silks, cheek by 
jowl with the finer shops displaying real 
ware of intrinsic value 

Now to run a store of this kind costs 


money. The location means a high ren- 
tal. The fitting up, not always garish and 
tawdry, is expensive, too. For, though 
they are run to catch dupes, the owners 


are not such fools themselves as to under 
estimate the power and imposing attrac 
tion of real drapery, genuine eastern rugs 
cut glass of high quality, expensive show 
cases, etc. Then, too, wise in their gen 
eration, they give the place an air of ele 
gance, yet studied simplicity, not without 
its effect upon the simple natures of their 
intended victims. 

So it is plain that an enterprise of this 
kind requires capital. The best evidence 
that these places pay is given by the fact 
that there are a great number of them 

Now who buys mock jewelry of the 
kinds they sell—everything save the genu 
ine. It would be false to assume that their 
customers are victims, not knowing the 
worthless stuff they are acquiring, or that 
they are recruited from the ranks of the 
poorer classes. This is by no means the 
truth. It is to be questioned whether a 
law could be so framed as to restrain or 
wipe out such places. Anyway, law would 
not be a wise deterrent. The only really 
effective exterminant would be the propa- 
gation of healthy public opinion \l- 
though this would assuredly be a plant of 
slow growth, it would by no means be im 
possible to cultivate 

The largest number of the patrons of 
these establishments are people whom one 
may characterize best in the aggregate under 
the expressive adjective “‘flash’—the un 
der-baked and callow, not only the young, 
but those of riper years, and even the old 
Mostly their garb, both women and men, 
is of the same description, and so this 
mock jewelry is in full accord. But often 
are to be seen people of both sexes, prac- 
tically in rags—and not over-clean rags 
at that—the whole grotesque entity em- 
phasized by a gorgeous pin, or by a tre- 
mendous ring, or what-not.

Then there is another large element— 
folks who on the whole dress quietly, per- 
haps inexpensively and in good taste— 
with the exception that to recompense 
themselves for their moderation, they 
make up for it by a generous display of 
mock jewelry. To einphasize the tendency 
of “showing off” they wear a succession 
of ornaments—just as if the very fact that 
they periodically change would not adver- 
tise the spurious quality of their gim- 
cracks. 

Passing over other classes who load 
themselves down with gew-gaws which are 
a reflection upon our civilization, let us 
refer to two elements which are fruitful 
sources of profit to these places, and which 
perhaps best exemplify the moral injury 
which they inflict. 

The first may be, and generally, in fact, 


are, to be found among the very rich— 
“carriage-folk” all of them. They live well, 
live on the best, have sumptuous homes 

whether mansions of their own or hotel 
apartments—and array themselves in the 
costliest of fine raiment, cut in the very

they do not display much jewelry at a

time, the masculine assuredly restricting 
themselves to the limit decreed by good 


taste rhe feminine contingent, taking ad 
vantage of the greater latitude permitted 
to them, show to the utmost tolerated by 
the same unwritten law 

One would naturally conclude that folk 
of such wealth, and of the natural good 
taste to be inferred from their opportunt- 
tie surroundings, etc., would be the very 


last to have any jewelry upon their per 
ons save the geunine Not so. They 
trade upon their ability to buy the genu- 
ine and to wear the spurious 

Then there is another class—those who 
make it a practice to buy these counter- 
feits and pass them on as presents. This 


has become a cheap—mark the word—way 
to discharge obligations to social inferiors, 
servants and others Perhaps recipients 
are deceived and give genuine’ thanks 
Perhaps, again, they know and perhaps 
like to be repaid for real services by coun 
terfeit rubbish. Or, perhaps, still retain- 
ing self-respect, they would like to give 
vent to their indignation, but taking, coun- 
sel of prudence, give counterfeit gratitude 
in return 

One thing ought to-be patent 
cannot touch pitch and not he defiled— 
in other words, if Brummagen have a

upon character. Then, too, the mercantile 
effect of this kind of rubbish Is it not a 
little bit rough on the dealer in genuine 
jewelry that so much of this is to be found 
on sale everywhere ?
